ILLIAM McKINLEY challenged 
and disproved the old saying 
that (he presidency oasts its shadow 
on no man but once and that if the 
chance be missed then it will never 
come again. 
Twice the Republican 
nomination seemed to be within Mc­ 
Kinley’s reach—in the national con­ 
ventions of 1SS8 and 1892. 
Each time 
he put it away, content to wait his 
proper turn, when he did not have to 
shake the tree to bring down the 
ripened fruit of his patience. 
McKinley was beaten for the speak­ 
ership by Thomas B. Reed in 1889, and 
lie left Washington a defeated con 
gmssman only six years before lie re­ 
turned as president-elect. 
Had he 
been s; naker, and, instead of Reed, in­ 
curred the title of “Czar,” or had he 
not been turned out of congress . . .

and the author of the McKinley bill 
entered the contest for the presiden­ 
tial nomination in 189G as one who had 
suffered martyrdom in the cause of 
the protective tariff. 
After teaching school a term or so, 
McKinley was called in the Civil war, 
that hard university which graduated 
the men who were to lead the nation 
through four decades. 
Having gone 
into the army as a private In the 
regiment of another president-to-be— 
Rutherford 13. Hayes—he came out at 
twenty-two a captain, with the brevet 
title of major. 
Becoming 'a lawyer at Canton, O., 
again he found himself in the midst of 
industries* in their struggling infancy. 
And for 14 years lie was the spokes­ 
man in congress of that 
industrial 
district. 
The young major, when he came to 
Canton, was a clean-cut, up-standing 
figure, genial in his nature, but with a 
sober dignity. His readiness of speech, 
when on his feet, came from his prac­ 
tice of the art in the debating societies 
of his school days. 
His habits also 
had been properly formed in his boy­ 
hood when he joined the Methodist 
rhurch at ten and grew up a youth 
who was as careful to keep his tongue 
us his collar clean, 
All doors in the little town natural­ 
ly swung open with a 
welcome to 
f Msueh a nice young man,” and a ma­ 
jor to boot. 
Although he was yet 
poor, when Ida Saxton, the banker’s 
daughter, who had been to school in 
New York city and who had juyt come 
back from Europe, smiled yes to him, 
while they were “taking a buggy ride” 
the banker smiled, too, and made them , 
a wedding gift of one of the best 
houses Jn Canton. 
It was from the j 
front porch of that honeymoon dwell* 
Ing that McKinley made his campaign 
ior the presidency Jn 1890.

tered the race for the presidency on 
the tarilt issue, was elected on the 
money issue .

and the greatest 
problems that confronted him in the 
White House were the fate of a chain 
of islands olT the coast of Asia and 
the destiny of China! 
Spain had been engaged for two 
years in a desolating struggle to hold 
in subjection the revolting island of 
Cuba, 
and 
two happenings pushed 
McKinley into the conflict in spite of 
himself. In*a private letter, the Span­ 
ish* minister at Washington scoffed at 
the president as a “politlcastro”— 
in plain American, “a peanut poli­ 
tician”—and 
plainly 
intimated 
that 
the fair promises which the Spaniards 
were giving him were only a trick to 
fool the administration and the Amer­ 
ican people. 
Within u week of that 
exposure, the battleship Maine was 
blown up in Havana harbor, with the 
loss of 260 American lives. 
After withstanding for nearly two 
months the popular outcry of “Ke­ 
rn ember the Maine,” 
the president 
yielded, and war was declared. 
In 
ten days Dewey had smashed 
the 
enemy squadronjn Manila bay; in ten 
weeks 
another squadron 
was sunk 
or captured off Santiago; in three 
months and a half poor old Spain 
threw up the sponge. 
It took twice as long to make peace 
as to make war. 
The Philippines 
caused all the trouble. As we had not 
captured the islands in the war, many 
believed 
that 
we should let them 
alone. 
But McKinley decided to de­ 
mand from Spain the surrender of 
the Philippines. 
Without waiting for ratification, the 
president dispatched a military expe­ 
dition to take over the Philippines, 
proclaiming to the revolting .Filipinos 
the policy of “benevolent assimila­ 
tion.” 
The resulting war dragged its 
unpleasant length for two years be­ 
fore the inhabitant« unwillingly bowed 
to their new master. 
It was the strange fortune of a 
president whose entire public life had 
been given 
exclusively to domestic 
questions to plant the ilag in the dis­ 
tant Philippines and to send it to the 
pink walls of the Forbidden City of 
China. In the march on Peking for the 
rescue of the forgein legations from 
the siege of the Boxers, or Chinese 
revolutionists, the United States joined 
other powers for the first time in a 
military expedition, 
Under the high 
statesmanship of 
John Hay, the secretary of state, the 
United States had already, before the

IMIssourl onco lin<] Intention of set­ 
ting up as an Indopcndent republic 
all by herself. The Session nets, state 
of Missouri, 1838-183Î), oonlnin n tne- 
morlal to the congress of tiie Dnlted 
States relative to the Sjinta Fe tracje. 
It tells of an expedition of trader« 
to Santa Fe in 1812 from St, Louis, 
tliougli It Is not speelflcally stated that 
they went over the Santa Fe trail. 
The early Session acts of the ills- 
souri legislature, starting In 1824, con­ 
tain many interesting resolutions and 
rneniorials to congress on all manner 
of political and historical 
subjects. 
Incidentally the Ml.ssouri constitution 
of 1820 starts with the preamble that 
the citizens of the state agree to form 
and establish a free and Independent 
republic by the name of the state of 
Missouri, 
Missouri 
was one of the pivotal 
statfes in the history of tliis country. 
It was made such In the anclpnt light 
In congress over the slavery question, 
which took up the admission of free 
and slave states and considered the 
balance thereof In congress. 
Missou­ 
ri was also a pivotal state In yet an­ 
other and larger sense-^she was the 
jumplng-olT placé for that wild and 
uid<nown country called the Wild West 
—file land west of the Missouri river. 
She made the midway point between 
the frontiersmen of Kentucky and 
lliose of the great plains, occupying n 
generation of history herself as a 
frontier commonwealtli.

The drive of the American Red Crops 
for the collection of used clothing for the 
joint benefit ot all European countTies ex* 
cept the Central powers will bo carrid on 
in Adams County in the week beginning 
March 31. 
This ia a date slightly later 
than that for many sections and has been 
selected becaupe of the discarding of win 
ter garments. The campaign is one of the 
largest ever undertaken in the interepts 
of humanity. 
The need is dire and the 
Red Cross feels a deep obligation to sup 
ply it as far as poFsihle. The plan follow­ 
ed be the one which proved so snccesBful 
in the collection of clothing for Belgium. 
Every kind of garment for all ages and 
both sexes is urgently needly. 
In addi­ 
tion to piece goods, light, warm canton 
flannel and all other kinds pt clothing 
from which to make garments for new­ 
born babies, ticking, sheeting and blank­ 
eting, woolen goods ot any kind, and also 
shoes of every size are asked for. 
Scrap 
leather is needed for repairing footwear, 
(larments need not be in perfect condi 
tion. 
Many thoupands destitute women 
in the occupied regions are eager to earn 
a livelihood by repairing gift clothing and 
making new garments. 
At the time of 
the last collection Adams County was ask- 
ed for three tons of clothing and sent ap­ 
proximately seven. It ig believed that 
now at the end of the winter season ten 
tons can be collected.
